The 1909 Official Premium List comes in at least four 
different issues, and Private Gold Coinage, initially published serially, was then separately issued in four card-covered volumes, 
issued as well in hardbound format with a 16-page introduction, and, also, a 20-page introduction, followed by two versions 
with the expanded 24 page introduction, one in five card-covered volumes and one bound in red cloth in a single volume. Some 
hardbound versions were also bound in dark blue cloth and there is a deluxe edition bound in blue half morocco ( vide lot 3).

His other landmark works on patterns 
and storecards, and his famous series of illustrated notebooks on various series, many of which reside in the Library of the 
American Numismatic Society, eloquently attest to his virtuosity. In his obituary, Farran Zerbe notes: “In the passing of 
Edgar H. Adams...numismatics loses a grand character, one who starred in its literature for many years.” Only a small 
number of special leatherbound copies of Private Gold Coinage of California appear to have survived from “the first com¬ 
plete edition of one hundred copies,” the great majority of which were apparently bound in crimson cloth in smaller format.

Number Ten of the Special Edition, Limited to Fifty, presented to the noted Ameri¬ 
can numismatist Henry Olson Granberg, with his name printed on the limita¬ 
tion leaf and stamped in gilt on the base of the front cover. Ex August 8-9,1968 
Colby Ritzman sale, lot 25. Check-marks in the 1877 half dollar and 1879 dollar 
sections apparently record Granberg’s extensive holdings in those series, and occasionally elsewhere. There are also a few 
notes on off-metal pieces and ownership, including, for example, above A-W1209: “I have this gold set,” and, above A-W 
1561: “I have this among the De Witt Smith silver dollars.” A biblio-numismatic mystery surrounds the extreme rarity of 
this special edition. If fifty copies were indeed issued, where are they? Only a few copies have ever come to market, and only 
five of the fifty supposedly issued are known by the cataloguer to have survived: No. 1: W. H. Woodin; No 6: George Clapp; 
No. 7: Virgil Brand; No. 10: H. O. Granberg; No. 12: American Numismatic Society Library. The bindings of all are in less 
than perfect condition, and two have been rebound. In the introduction to their landmark work, the authors give credit to 
the pioneering listing of patterns by R. Coulton Davis, which appeared in The Coin Collector’s Journal during the last 
quarter of the nineteenth century. The Adams-Woodin compilation, however, was a quantum leap over anything appear¬ 
ing earlier, and for half a century it remained the standard reference on this fascinating series. Given the importance of the 
work, this special limited edition seems to be under-appreciated, due perhaps to the less than pristine nature common to 
the bindings, and/or the false impression of availability implied by the stated limitation.

This remarkable publication is the only 
work of its kind ever published. Two of the plates depict a counterfeit $1,000 Coupon Bond, front and back; one depicts 
distilled spirits, beer, cigar, and Internal Revenue stamps; the remainder of the plates depict genuine bonds, some combin¬ 
ing design elements from different denominations. One plate is printed in red; one in red and black; five in green and black; 
the remainder in black only. The nine attractive coin plates were adapted from Snowden’s 1861 A Description of Ancient and 
Modern Coins, in the Cabinet Collection at the Mint of the United States. Initially, this magnificent work seemed destined to 
become a best-seller. Laban Heath, the author and publisher, ordered 5,000, and later an additional 10,000 sets of the 22 
plates from the Treasury Department Printing Bureau. Had it not been for political intrigue and actual sabotage (well 
chronicled in Eric Newman’s work on Laban Heath and his counterfeit detectors, published in the 1991 ANA Anthology), 
this work would doubtless be widely available today. In the introduction, the publisher hints at the problems by stating: 
“but a limited number of engravings from the original dies (sufficient only for this edition) have been printed, and that, by 
a recent change in the law, no more can be printed from the Government plates at the Treasury Department.” Only a very 
small number of copies of the book were actually issued. Since Nehemiah George Ordway’s name usually appears in the 
copyright notice, this work has often been attributed to him. He apparently had a hand in the physical arrangement of the 
work but Eric Newman’s research strongly suggests that the author was actually Heath.

Comparing it with the 1869 
edition, it is evident that the title and subsequent contents, up to page 4, have been completely reset; on the title, all 
mention of coin plates has been deleted, and orders are now directed to Laban Heath; the table of contents listings have 
been reduced from 18 to 8; “Coins of all Nations” no longer appears in the list of illustrations; the introduction has been 
considerably reworked and reduced from four pages to two; pages 5-36 appear to be identical, from the same type; as does 
the following leaf of “Regulations for the Conversion..though in the 1869 edition, it appears between pages 74 and 77; the 
bond plates appear to be identical; the coin plates and subsequent text, except as noted, are no longer present. A similar 
copy turned up in a Bowers and Merena sale a few years ago, and another copy, bound in maroon cloth, is also known to 
exist. Additionally, a two volume “set” is extant, the second volume comprising the coin text, coin plates, etc.

To our knowledge, this is the first appear¬ 
ance at auction, or elsewhere for that matter, of this little booklet since the 
Frank Katen sale of George Fuld’s library in 1971. Only the two institutional 
copies, and the one being offered here, have been traced by David Sklow, the leading authority in the field of American 
Numismatic Association publications and other official productions. At the time when Official Publication No. 1 was pub¬ 
lished, Plain Talk was still “the Official Organ of the American Numismatic Association,” as evidenced by a full page adver¬ 
tisement from Plain Talk Publishing Company; and A. N. A. Member No. 2, Charles Tatman of Worcester, was Secretary, 
explaining the Massachusetts imprint. Following a list of officers and committees, preamble, constitution, and by-laws, is 
a listing of members, with Dr. George F. Heath, of course, leading the roll. This first constitution was finalized in Chicago 
at the inaugural American Numismatic Association Convention on October 7th and 8th, 1891. Heath wrote in the Decem¬ 
ber, 1891 Numismatist: “Two days were spent in a pleasant and harmonious Convention; a Constitution and By-Laws were 
adopted, that, while not perfect, we believe will serve the Association well...The Constitution and By-Laws and list of 
members will be published in due time.” In the January, 1892 issue, Heath notes: “The Secretary informs us that the Consti¬ 
tution and Bi-Laws (sic) are liable to turn up any minute.” With the February, 1892 issue comes fruition: “Copies of the 
Constitution & By-Laws are now in the hands of all the members. It is a well gotten up pamphlet of twenty pages of reading 
matter. The supplementary fifteen pages of advertisements [ Heath apparently includes the three blank pages at the end and 
the inside front, and inside and outside back covers in his computation], add rather than detract to the value of the work, 
and serve a double purpose; illustrating as they do the liberality and enterprise of our dealers, and enabling the publication 
of the work at no expense to the Association. The names and addresses of the sixty-one Charter Members are also given. It 
is Official Publication No. 1, and a credit both to the Secretary and the Association. Copies may he had on request by 
enclosing a two cent stamp to either Secretary Tatman, or our editor.” At the August 1892 Niagara Falls Convention, a 
resolution was passed to revise the Constitution and By-Laws, and a draft was published in the May 1893 issue of The 
Numismatist. Thus, in less than a year, Official Publication No. 1 was rendered obsolete, and it is likely that no more than 125 
or so copies were ever distributed to the membership. Only a few copies of this diminutive little publication appear to have 
survived. It is little wonder, given its brief relevance and ephemeral nature. Indeed, even three decades ago it was held in 
little esteem. Estimated at $10.00, Harry Bass purchased it at the 1971 Fuld sale for $7.50. As mentioned previously, this is the 
only copy traced by David Sklow not in institutional hands. Its acquisition and preservation by Harry W. Bass, Jr. clearly 
illuminates the perspicacity of the man. When this truly significant artifact in the history of American numismatics was 
going begging, Harry was there, and he did not have to be convinced of its significance by others.

When Jack Koch, ANA 
member 21023/LM 330, acquired the set, he apparently lived in nearby Bremerton; by the mid-1960s he had moved to 
Scottsdale, Arizona.

About the time that the American Journal of 
Numismatics became exclusively a scholarly journal, The Numismatist began publication. It is filled with vignettes of col¬ 
lectors of the day, results of important sales and interesting articles on a wide variety of topics. Numismatic scholars will 
find much of interest in its pages and the advertisements, old and new, are useful as well. The modest amounts that sets 
have brought in recent years make it one of the great bargains of American numismatic literature.

He goes on to relate that the “Constitution which had been adopted so quickly at the first regular 
meeting was duly published with the list of officers and members of the standing committees, but no sooner was this done 
than proposals were made to revise that document and the By-Laws. At the fifth meeting on July 13,1858, some modifica¬ 
tions were suggested in the wording of the first article of the Constitution which would have removed the emphasis that 
had been placed on American coinage and medallic productions.. .At the meeting of September 14,1858.. .the new Consti¬ 
tution was adopted.” And, indeed, the phrase “its objects shall be the collection and preservation of the coins and medals 
struck in this country with an investigation into their history...” had been amended to read: “Its objects are the collection 
and preservation of coins and medals, with an investigation into their history, and other subjects connected therewith.” 
Aug. B. Sage has been crossed out as Curator in this copy, and W. L. Bramhall has been entered in ink, confirming the 
change made in that office in January, 1859.

which only five specimens are known”; a May 28,1895 notice mentioning Lyman Low’s presentation “Some Observations 
Upon the Counterfeiting of Coins and Medals”; the December 9,1900 notice inviting members to attend Andrew C. 
Zabriskie’s “The Medallic History of Abraham Lincoln,” now “Illustrated by Stereoptician Views”; a March 19,1906 notice 
announcing Daniel Parish’s paper on “A New York Collection of Ancient and Modern Coins as Described in the Year 1800, 
by the Owner, the Rev. Dr. John C. Kunze”; the January 20,1908 notice, announcing that “The fiftieth annual meeting of 
this society will be held, in the Society’s new building”; the Council's 1910 announcement of “an International Exhibition of 
Medallic Art”; an invitation “to attend the sessions of the Convention of the American Numismatic Association, on Wednes¬ 
day, September 7,1910, in the building of this Society,” including a “Programme”; the February 1914 Council announce¬ 
ment of “an Exhibition of United States and Colonial Coins in the Building of the Society”; and a 1916 postcard inquiry:

By far the most comprehensive bibliography of numismatic auction sale catalogues ever published, with over 15,000 list¬ 
ings arranged alphabetically by auction house, and also by collector. It is probable that a total of fewer than 200 copies were 
issued. An indispensable source of data often available nowhere else. The American auction sale catalogue section in this 
copy is heavily annotated, and includes detailed information compiled over a number of years by Harry W. Bass, Jr. In 
addition to comprising a basic inventory of his holdings, (including ownership of multiple copies), cataloguers and/or 
owners are often added where not present, as are sale postponements, and date changes, along with numerous important 
notes and interesting observations.

Copy No. 38 of 40 issued, and the only example we have ever en¬ 
countered with gray (rather than pink/russet) covers. Perhaps the 
supply of pink wrapper paper ran out, and a few of the highest num¬ 
bered copies, as here, did not make the “cut” (pun intended). The 
Andrews pamphlet was the first attempt to comprehensively cover 
later date cents. In the July, 1881 issue of the American Journal of Nu¬ 
mismatics, W. Elliot Woodward wrote: “.. .we have within the com¬ 
pass of 54 pages, presented in the most unpretentious form, and ap¬ 
parently with no consciousness on the part of the writer that he has 
produced anything of consequence as the result of original investi¬ 
gation, a mass of information which we think will agreeably surprise 
collectors of American coins. The author’s method of identification 
is so simple that half a dozen lines suffice to explain it all, and his 
descriptions are so clear that they cannot be mistaken.” Two years later a greatly expanded second edition was issued, and 
Andrews remained the standard work for over sixty years. This first edition is perhaps the rarest published major work on 
large cents. In the preface, the author states: “Believing this pamphlet to be of value for reference, to others as well as myself, 
I have issued a small edition (forty copies,) part of which I intend distributing among my coin collecting friends, for the 
remainder—should anyone desire a copy, the price will be twenty-five cents each.” Andrews was apparently of a shy, retir¬ 
ing nature and did little on his own to promote distribution of his work. Coupled with its rapid obsolescence, it is likely 
that the entire printing was never distributed. Like a number of other publications of the period (1870 Maris and 1873 
Parmelee/Seavey, for example), it is probable that the bulk of the edition has not survived. This is only the third example we 
have ever offered for sale (the second being in Bass II), either publicly or privately, and perhaps as few as eight or ten copies 
have survived.

Ex 1994 George Frederick Kolbe Fixed Price List. A remarkable work. Those interested in fractional currency will find 
several chapters to be of particular interest, including: investigations in the treasury department, startling disclosures 
in the treasury department and counterfeiters and counterfeiting. The series of accusations of impropriety revolved 
around Spencer M. Clark, Superintendent of the National Currency Bureau, and included “gross immoralities and fraudu¬ 
lent operations in the Treasury Department. It was more than intimated, by those who ought to have known, that among 
the hundreds of females employed there, some were not virtuous, while in the regular operations of the establishment 
fraud had a place.” Specific charges included “complicity with Bank Note Companies,” and “gross immorality” concerning 
“S. M. Clark, in connection with certain female employees of his department.” Though these and other allegations created 
a sensation at the time, Baker’s methods and motives as chief of the United States Secret Service were subsequently largely 
discredited. According to the Dictionary of American Biography, his “habitual carelessness in mixing truth and fiction was 
not overcome in his History of the United States Secret Service.” This work is especially sought after by those interested in 
Lincolniana since Baker was instrumental in the planning and direction of the expedition that captured John Wilkes 
Booth, and these events are covered in the book in some detail. Tipped in at the end of this copy is a Jones Brothers & Co. 
flyer entitled “Agents Wanted.”

The earliest sale deemed worthy of mention in Adams’ United States Numismatic Literature. Attinelli and Adams attribute 
the collection to Peter Flandin. In American Numismatics Before the Civil War, Q. David Bowers describes the event as “the 
first truly notable numismatic sale held by what would become in various forms a very long-lived auction house.” He argues 
persuasively against attributing the cataloguing to Augustus B. Sage (though undeniably precocious, he was barely 14 years 
of age at the time), suggesting that “In the absence of having a staff numismatist, Bangs, Brother 8c Co. probably called upon 
someone in the New York area to do the cataloguing. Charles I. Bushnell is a possibility in this regard.”

The “Washington Quarter Eagle, 
gold” touted in the letter does not appear to have been included in the 
catalogue. An important account of Bramhall’s numismatic activities and 
this sale’s significance is found in Q. David Bowers’ 1998 American Nu¬ 
mismatics Before the Civil War, 1760-1860. A mere lad at the time of sale, 
Bowers writes that Bramhall “was named as the second curator (following Sage’s resignation in January 1859) of the Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Society, but left the post shortly thereafter when the Society sought to be registered with the State of New 
York, and the principals had to be of legal age.” Of the sale itself, Bowers notes: “The Bramhall catalogue does not seem to 
have attracted much notice in its time, and even in a later era few numismatic bibliophiles considered it to be important.”

In his 1949 Bank Note Reporters and Counterfeit Reporters, 
William Dillistin wrote: “In 1830, when there were approximately 330 banks 
operating in this country, Robert T. Bicknell, a lottery broker in Philadelphia, 
began the publication of a bank note reporter and counterfeit detector. He was 
the pioneer in this field in Philadelphia and was preceded only by Mahlon Day 
and S. J. Sylvester in New York.. .In October, 1832, Bicknell announced that hav¬ 
ing had frequent applications made to him for his List of Counterfeits and Al¬ 
tered Notes, and Bank Note List, in pamphlet form, he had concluded for the 
convenience of his numerous friends and the public to issue an edition in that 
form. The pamphlet, a monthly, first appeared on October 1,1832, as Bicknell’s 
Counterfeit Detector and Bank Note List. It contained items regarding finance, 
banks and banking, the usual bank note list, list of counterfeit and altered notes, 
a few advertisements and a table headed ‘Bank Note Exchange,’ arranged by 
States...” Single copies were priced at a princely 251, though an annual sub¬ 
scription of eight numbers was available for $1.00. As if a century and a half of 
natural attrition were not enough, the notice on the first page (and similar notices in kindred publications) has undoubt¬ 
edly further reduced survival rates: ‘W BEWARE!—As every number of this publication will contain, in addition to the 
present list, a description of all New Counterfeits, this copy of the ‘detector’ will be of no value, and will only be calculated 
to deceive any person who may refer to its pages, after the next number is published.”

In his preface of his reprint, Kline states: “This pamphlet has now become of such rarity that its purchase is an utter 
impossibility, while at the same time an almost universal desire to obtain everything connected with the History of Continental 
Money, has caused considerable inquiry to be made for it.” Only one other example has come to market in the modern era, being 
either an offprint or the relevant portion extracted from a copy of the Transactions, namely the unbound example sold in Kolbe 
sale 31, September 26,1987; resurfacing in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale, housed in a half leather book box.

When published, the author was Professor of Economics and Director of Business Administration at Lehigh 
University. In the foreword, Carothers writes: “As an instructor in money and banking I had found myself on the defensive 
before any inquiring and intelligent student, for the reason that the existing works on our financial history offered no 
adequate explanation of the laws, policies, and events which have made the story of our silver coinage. The book has grown 
out of the effort to discover the unknown facts of United States coinage history. That it developed, virtually, into a com¬ 
plete history of United States coinage is merely a testimony to the importance of the long neglected small coins.” Unfortu¬ 
nately, probably because of its economic perspective, Carothers’ work has often been overlooked by American numisma¬ 
tists. Six decades after publication, it remains a storehouse of useful and important numismatic information on United 
States coins, from half cents to half dollars as well as fractional American paper currency. Although the work does not 
appear to be all that rare, Pete Smith notes in his biography of Carothers that “Much of the original edition was destroyed

The Bushnell collection is remark¬ 
able for its colonial coins, Washingtonia, historical American medals and tokens, many of which are unique. In these areas 
its value in terms of research and pedigree information is unsurpassed. Of the five hundred copies of the catalogue printed, 
one hundred were supposedly issued with plates. Judging from their frequency of appearance on the market, it is probable 
that fewer were actually distributed. The Bushnell sale established the Chapman brothers as the dominant force in com¬ 
mercial American numismatics, a position they were to occupy both collectively and independently for the following half 
century. The story of its acquisition is well told by Edouard Frossard in the March, 1882 issue of Numisma : The late Charles 
Bushnell, Esq., of New York, left, at the time of his death, some two years ago, a large, beautiful, and valuable collection of 
American coins, collected with much taste and perseverance at a time when collectors were few and rarities cheap. To these 
he added, from the Mickley sale, a number of rarities, costing in the aggregate not less than one thousand dollars. If rumor 
speaks truly, Mr. Bushnell, who was extremely attached to his collection, and guarded it with the vigilance of a Cerberes 
from the eye and touch of the profane, would fain have taken it along with him as a tribute to grim Charon, but this 
according to modern ideas being impossible, it was left behind with other earthly treasures, and was kept by his son in the 
little brick house, the old Bushnell homestead, on 4th Avenue, New York. Since his death a number of coin dealers and coin 
collectors have endeavored to buy this collection, $10,000 cash being asked, but the opportunities to carefully examine 
would not be given, or else the restrictions were onerous. Still several dealers eventually obtained a fair view of the coins, 
and as much as $7,500 was offered by a New York man and other parties. About 3 months ago W. E. W. thought he had 
bagged the prize (see Am. J. for January), H. R S., H. G. S., Ed. F., and many others were negotiating at various times with 
Mr. Bushnell’s son for the purchase of the cabinet, but while the fray at the front gate of the citadel was waxing hot, the 
Chapman brothers, by a brilliant strategic movement, having secured an ally within, entered through the postern gate in 
the rear, and captured the stronghold, much to the dismay of the craft in general, for few, excepting well informed observ¬ 
ers, had thought of them.” The Chapmans did not act alone in the negotiations. Their “backer” was Lorin G. Parmelee, “a 
certain prominent Boston numismatist,” who purchased the collection and then consigned it en masse , preferring to buy 
back items needed for his collection at the sale. By the time the catalogue arrived, Frossard had recovered from the initial 
excitement and his comments in the May Numisma are more in form: “.. .however complete the Bushnell collection may 
be in Colonial, American medals and Store cards, it is for so large an American cabinet extremely weak in the regular mint 
series...As regards the arrangement and composition of the catalogue we remark with pleasure that the carelessness in 
composition, indifferent grammar, and tautology, found in the former combined productions of Messrs. Chapman, have 
to a certain extent been avoided in this...It looks indeed as if a person of mature judgment, sound learning, and accus¬ 
tomed to utter good English, had drawn the Messrs. Chapman from the inextricable tangles into which they have been 
wont to fall when endeavoring to make a point.” This faint praise is followed by numerous criticisms, including: “the 
ascribed rarity and possible auction-room value of many of the coins as stated in appended remarks are frequently to be 
taken cum grano salis.” In his account of the sale in the July Numisma, Frossard is forced to acknowledge its success: “By 
(his) shrewd purchase (of the collection) Mr. Parmelee secured at apparently high, but really nominal prices, the few 
excessively rare coins still lacking to complete his princely cabinet; for the most elementary calculation will show that after 
deducting the cost of the sale, and the total of the purchases made by him, Mr. Parmelee must have cleared enough (from 
‘The total proceeds of.. .$13,901’) to repay himself the purchase money (‘probably over $7,500 and a little under $8,500’).” 
But Frossard cannot resist gnawing on the same bone: “A plain and correct catalogue would have reflected honor on its 
compilers, but Chapman Bros, apparently exhausted themselves on the plates and the mechanical part of the work, uncon¬ 
scious of the fact that a proper use of English terms, an intelligible construction, also general accuracy in statements made, 
are of greater importance in a work of this kind than thick paper, new type, and gilt letters. Careless proof reading, tautol¬ 
ogy, an exhibition of boastful egotism can be overlooked; hazardous, overdrawn, incorrect statements of history, rarity, 
and condition, cannot; the latter, rather than the formef, are the chief defects of the catalogue, but all combining, help 
make the Bushnell sale catalogue, as published, unworthy of the collection it is supposed to describe.” A century later, 
passions have cooled and a landmark catalogue remains. Despite the validity of many of the points raised by Frossard and 
others, a new standard was set. Oversize format, thick paper, new type, gilt letters, and photographically-produced plates 
were welcomed innovations, and the furor raised at the time has secured the Bushnell sale catalogue an even greater fame.

When the collector of to-day contemplates that he has offered in 
this sale for his purchase by public auction the result of some twenty-five years of collecting on the lines indicated by the 
above statements, he can readily appreciate what an extraordinary opportunity is here presented. Having illustrated some 
two hundred and fifty of the finest examples on the ten beautiful plates, and carefully described the entire collection, it 
would be superfluous and unnecessary for us to here individualize coins in the collection. The collection speaks for itself, 
and we hope the catalogue will give pleasure and satisfaction.” Seldom offered with all ten of the plates, perhaps attribut¬ 
able to the anomalies in the plate numbering: the “V” on Plate V appears never to have been printed (it is added on most 
copies in ink), and Plate IV was printed “Plate V” (usually corrected by entering an “I” in ink between “Plate” and “V”). The 
“correct” Plate V, depicting dimes and half dimes, appears to be the plate most often missing, suggesting that it may not 
have initially been sent out with at least some of the pre-sale plated copies. The first two plates depict, respectively, silver 
and copper American colonial coins and other early issues; plates three, four and five illustrate rare American silver coins 
from dollars to half dimes; four of the five remaining plates depict Winsor’s collection of choice large cents; and the final 
plate is devoted entirely to half cents. An interesting handwritten note in this copy, pertaining to lot 824, a 1793 wreath cent 
[Sheldon 8 F], reads: “Bought by Dr. Hall, who was the only one in the room who recognized the variety.”

In the “circular letter” bound in with this copy, the Chapmans explain their new 
innovation herein: “We have abandoned the autotype process, as it was unsatisfactory and too uncertain, and employed 
that which we had in view in 1895 for the Brown collection, when the ignorant Treasury officials extended the law on 
counterfeiting to include the publication of Numismatic books and stopped our issuance of the plates for that collection; 
but last year the Senior member of the firm, single handed, secured the passage through Congress of an amendment to this 
law, exempting Numismatic books and circulars of legitimate dealers, and we are now again able to give the distant collec¬ 
tor the opportunity of seeing with his own eyes, exact photographic images of the coins, and a perpetual visual record of 
the collection. By this process we have secured finer work with absolutely perfect detail, than has heretofore been the result 
from any of the autotype processes. Collectors may use high power magnifying glasses, in fact we would advise the use of 
a large reading glass in looking at the plates and which could not be used on the autotype or half tone methods of printing. 
We believe we have finer results than have ever been published of photographs of coins.” The handsome plates depict the

In the preface, Chapman details his collecting career: “In his early boyhood, the late Charles Gordon Zug, began his 
collection of coins, and gave much attention to the interesting study of his country’s coinage.. .During the last years of his 
life he turned his attention particularly to the United States Gold Series, and though lacking a few of the higher rareties 
(sic), he formed a splendid collection of the mint series of gold coins—the Eagles, including the rare 1798 and 1804, the Half 
Eagles, 1823, ’25 and ’30, and the Quarter Eagles, 1796, ’97,1821 and ’26; Three Dollars—the rareties (sic) of 1865, ’73 and ’76, 
the last a brilliant proof, and his complete set of Dollars.. .He had not added much to the Silver Series during recent years, 
but it contains both varieties of the very rare 1796 Half Dollar in good condition. His series of cents I sold at auction in my 
sale of November 30th, 1907.” The first plate depicts early eagles, plate 2 illustrated half eagles and a few pioneer gold coins; 
the third plate depicts quarter eagles, two octagonal California gold dollars and several other coins; the final plate depicts 
early silver rarities.

The first plate depicts choice ancients, European coins and medals, and a few American gold rarities. Plates two and three 
illustrate European rarities, including multiple thalers, a $50 slug, several important United States silver dollars, etc. Henry 
Chapman was a good friend of Siedlecki and wrote in the preface of the catalogue that he was “a cultured and ardent 
collector, whose sudden death is mourned by all who knew his lovable character. I believe I can say I never met one who 
excelled his interest in coins and who derived greater satisfaction from his treasures.” The Siedlecki sale is not among the 
most important plated large format Chapman catalogues in terms of content — perhaps that is a contributing factor to its 
being one of the more difficult to obtain. Adams notes that “most of the quarto plate editions were printed in runs of 100. 
Two exceptions are Siedlecki (1911) and Jenks (1921) of which only fifty and sixty were made respectively.” The only problem 
is that for every plated Siedlecki coming to market, several plated Jenks sales appear. Of the fifty Siedlecki catalogues, if that 
many were in fact made, it is likely that considerably fewer copies were actually distributed before the sale, and, perhaps, the 
current population reflects that not all of those were retained. A major factor affecting the current rarity and condition of 
plated Chapman catalogues is the survival of copies not distributed at the time of sale. Perhaps the largest such holding, 
included as part of a major portion of the numismatic estate of Henry Chapman, was acquired around 1949 by Ed. Rice of 
Cranbury, New Jersey, apparently with the silent participation of Hiram Deats, who lived in nearby Flemington. This 
impressive hoard no doubt influenced John J. Ford, Jr.’s rarity ratings, published in his pioneering article on “The Chapman 
Large Size Catalogs,” in the August 1950 issue of The Numismatist. There, he assigns the Siedlecki sale an R2, making it 
among the more common sales in the series, and the Jenks sale an R6, his highest rarity rating. Current availability suggests 
a rough reversal of those rankings. Yet, based on the Rice holdings, both were probably reasonable assumptions at the time. 
Most plated Siedlecki catalogues are in nice condition, suggesting that a large proportion of those extant came via Rice, and 
pristine Jenks catalogues are very rare, making it likely that few, if any, were present there. The current scarcity of Siedlecki 
catalogues adds further weight to the assertion that few were initially distributed and that some of those may not have 
survived. A half century after Ford’s article, other holdings, large and small, have come to light, and it is easier to posit 
rarity, though exactitude remains elusive. Perhaps the time is ripe for an industrious numismatic bibliophile to compile a 
census. Other mysteries surround the Siedlecki catalogue. It is the only Chapman sale issued without plates in octavo 
format, and with plates in quarto format. Both the content and its dual format suggest that originally it was to be issued as 
a small size sale. Perhaps S. H. misunderstood Henry’s instructions and prepared large format plates instead of small. Some 
loose sets of plates were found in the Chapman estate without accompanying quarto text, suggesting that an insufficient 
number of large format copies of the text may have been printed. Yet another Siedlecki mystery is that, as scarce as are 
plated large format catalogues, “regular” octavo non-plated copies of the catalogue turn up even less often.

Seldom offered with plates, this attractive example of the Gable catalogue is accompanied by a superb example of the 
remarkable photograph taken at the sale, the only one we recall ever having heard of or seen issued with extra wide mar¬ 
gins. The conclusion is almost inescapable that it was specially made to accompany this copy of the catalogue. Gable was 
the proprietor of an “immense department store” and, according to Chapman, his coin collection was formed “between the 
years 1890 and 1901, since which time he has been so engrossed in affairs that he has added practically nothing to it.” 
Nonetheless, his was an exceptional collection of Americaft coins in all metals, particularly rich in United States gold coins, 
of which, Chapman notes, Gable “purchased the greater portion of it from our firm.” The excellent portraits of Gable and 
Chapman were both taken in the photographic department of Gable’s establishment and, presumably, the charming sale 
photo was also taken by those in his employ. The coin photography was, as usual, superbly executed by Samuel Hudson 
Chapman.

An exceptional sale, featuring American colonial coins, replete with great rarities, and an impressive array of United States 
large cents in superb condition. The frontispiece depicts a Washington Indian Peace medal; plate I illustrates choice American 
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colonial coins; II mostly depicts 1870s pattern silver dollars, along with a few halves and the remaining colonials; III illustrates 
United States and pioneer gold coins and superb United States silver coins, mainly early dollars; IV-VI depict large cents; VII 
concludes the large cents, and also depicts half cents, patterns and other assorted American and foreign rarities; VIII & IX 
illustrate European crowns.

A. S. W. Rosenbach, his 
biographer there, further notes that Bement “was prominent among a small group of Americans who found relaxation from 
their occupations in the pursuit of some branch of art or science. It was to minerals that he devoted the most of his leisure and 
the greatest care...His collection of minerals became the foremost of its class in America...Another pursuit, perhaps the 
second to find expression, was Bement’s search for rare books, which resulted in the formation of one of the most noted 
private libraries in the country.” This is high praise indeed from perhaps the most famous antiquarian bookseller of all time. 
Rosenbach goes on the note that “During the latter years of his life he became interested in numismatics. At first this interest 
extended to both ancient and modern coins, including the American series and paper money. He concentrated later on Greek 
and Roman coins, of which his collection in time became one of the finest in America.” Only Clarence Bement was honored 
with two large format catalogues by Henry Chapman, one for his American and the other for his European series, along with 
three stand-alone sale Ars Classica catalogues, encompassing his superb ancient Greek and Roman coins.

John Story Jenks began collecting coins around 1850 and was 
eighty-two years of age when his collection was sold. Chapman claimed that “He is probably the oldest collector in the 
United States, and nearly every important sale has contributed to his collection.” Twenty years his junior, Henry Chapman 
was still at the height of his considerable powers: “Suffice it to say I have not spared my faculties, energy or money to give 
in this catalogue full descriptions of the coins contained in this grand collection.” For years the Jenks catalogue served as 
the best American single reference guide to the entire range of numismatics. Of great importance for the fine array of 
ancient Greek and Roman coins alone, also featured was an incredible selection of medieval and modern European rarities 
and an especially important and extensive series of British coins. The American coins, from colonials to pioneer gold, were 
also of prime importance. The first six plates depict choice ancient Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins; the next twenty-six 
mainly illustrate European rarities; three plates mostly depict American colonial coins and Canadian tokens; one plate 
illustrates choice United States patterns; one plate depicts United States gold coins and one is devoted to silver; one plate 
illustrates large cents and the next depicts half cents and various unusual American rarities; the penultimate plate depicts 
American pioneer gold coins; and the last plate is devoted to Spanish and Latin American rarities.

Dickeson was by nature a 
popularizer and showman. He toured the country for several years in the early 1850s lecturing on North American arche¬ 
ology and excavating Indian mounds. His lecture was enhanced by a painted diorama, 348 feet long and over seven feet 
high entitled Monumental Grandeur of the Mississippi Valley. It was meant to be rolled up on two poles, then unrolled like 
a film strip to reveal various historical and archeological scenes pertinent to the lecture. His Numismatic(al) Manual (the 
al was dropped after the first edition), while not so spectacular, was clearly intended to reach a mass market. Handsome in 
format and visual presentation, it was distributed by a major publisher of the day and written in an authoritative manner. 
Dickeson even envisaged, “if it should be approved, to prepare an edition for the use of schools.” Until the appearance of 
Breen’s magnum opus in 1988, it remained the most comprehensive work on American numismatics ever published.

Various essays feature a biogra¬ 
phy, tributes, and a listing of his various gifts to Newark and New Jersey institutions, including 74,000 natural history 
specimens; some 26,000 books, pamphlets, pictures, and maps; over 2,500 medical instruments, medicines, drugs, and 
other articles pertaining to medical science; 1,456 microscopic slides; 95 medical medals; 50 shinplasters; unspecified old 
U. S. paper money, 350 framed pictures; etc. “Coins and Paper Money” are summarized separately, including the “Collec¬ 
tion Made by Dr. Disbrow and Sold by Him to the Newark Museum, November 14,1919,” encompassing 2,868 “Coins of 
many nations, gold, silver, bronze, copper.” Mention is also made of the 3,895 “Coins and Medals, Collected by Dr. Disbrow 
and Sold at Auction, June 1903, in Philadelphia,” referring, of course, to the important Chapman brothers sale of that date.

Ex August 8-9,1968 Colby Ritzman sale, lot 38A (apparently 
a sales room addition). Dr. Sheldon notes that Doughty’s work was based on research conducted by David Proskey a 
decade earlier and published in a series of articles in the Coin Collector’s Journal. “Proskey was the first to try to bring 
descriptive order to the study of early cents as a whole.” For unknown reasons Proskey appears to have passed the work and 
his unfinished notes on to Doughty who republished the work in 1890 under his own name. Sheldon further observes that 
“The Proskey designations thus became Doughty designations, although it has been said that Doughty scarcely knew one 
date from another.” This assessment and Breen’s characterization of Doughty as “a hack writer of fiction for boys,” while 
perhaps true, does not do full justice to the man. An accomplished coin collector in a number of fields, his important 
holdings were sold in several auctions spanning a number of years. Thomas Elder clearly thought highly of Doughty and, 
in the introduction to his September 28-29,1916 sale, he notes that Doughty “has been a collector all his life and the New 
York and Jackson (token) series offered here represent his efforts covering a long period of years research and study.” 
Likewise, his extensive collection of United States pattern coins, sold in 1891, was highly regarded.

In the first, he thanks Belden, argues for his 
position, and notes newspaper reports on the talk. In closing, he writes: “Pleasant days are coming and when they are here 
I am going to ask you to visit the Drift with me some afternoon. We shall not part before you are fully convinced.” In the 
second, Doughty writes that “I will shortly mail you a copy of the pamphlet for the Society library.. .It is my desire that 
every member of the society present at the reading of this paper should have a copy of the pamphlet. I have mailed copies 
to Benj. Betts, Ed. Groh, L. H. Low, Dan’l Parish, Wm. Poillon, A. C. Zabriskie, J. M. Dodd, Jr., Herbert Valentine, Chas. H.

Long before that date, however, Mr. Adam Eckfeldt, 
formerly Chief Coiner, led as well by his own taste as by the expectation that a conser¬ 
vatory would some day be established, took pains to preserve master-coins of the dif¬ 
ferent annual issues of the Mint, and to retain some of the finest foreign specimens, as 
they appeared in deposit for recoinage.” A printed notice on the title verso reads in 
part: “By a private contribution, an edition of one hundred forty copies, in the present 
form, has been struck off, for distribution to such societies and individuals as would be likely to appreciate the subject. It 
has also been adorned by a vignette, through the generosity of Mr. Saxton and Mr. Longacre, artists.” Pledges of History is 
extremely rare today, and it seems unlikely that the edition of 140 copies was fully distributed.

Special Hardbound Editions. Sales 2-4 comprise a “Major Consignment of the Wadsworth Atheneum” (or, per the third 
sale title, the “Wadsworth Athenenum”), notable for its wealth of rare and important nineteenth century American coin 
auction sale catalogues (vide footnote, lot 57, November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale), and reportedly the cause of 
controversy in some quarters. We distinctly and quite pleasantly recall opening the parcels containing our purchases from 
the first Wadsworth sale at our offices in the Santora Building, located in Santa Ana, California. Several bound volumes 
containing runs of auction sales, described in the Durst catalogue as being “interleaved with illustrations from various 
numismatic literature,” turned out to be nineteenth century sales accompanied by very rare original photographic plates.

According to Arthur H. Frazier in his 1975 Smithsonian Institution 
publication on Joseph Saxton, it is also one of the earliest works to combine daguerreotype photography, electrotyping and 
the medal ruling machine for illustrative purposes. The estimate reflects availability. In recent years, antiquarian booksell¬ 
ers have offered copies priced near or in four figures, perhaps being unaware of the fair number of copies held by numis¬ 
matists. Were it difficult to acquire, its numismatic significance and handsome appearance would likely exceed an anti¬ 
quarian bookseller’s fondest monetary expectations.

The sale featured Levick’s notable collection of Jackson tokens (“probably the finest... ever 
offered”). Also included were rare Bechtler and other pioneer gold coins, along with many rare United States coins in 
various series. Though not specifically identified, this copy clearly appears to be Samuel Hudson Chapman’s sales room 
copy, and also features occasional ink notes apparently entered before the sale. His comments on condition are often 
critical and quite specific (perhaps typified by his notes on the “very weak...Flat Edge & ugly” 1795 with pole half cent, 
bought by De Witt S. Smith for $300); several counterfeits and fabrications are also identified. A unique and interesting 
example of this notable sale.

Elder terms it “the finest 
collection ever sold AT auction” and notes that “Most of these choice pieces were purchased by Mr. Wilson at the 
Frothingham sale in May, 1883. Several are from the Parmelee collection.” Two paragraphs in the preface are devoted to the 
private gold collection, “one of the best that has ever been offered.” Eight of the plates illustrate large cents; three plates 
depict United States gold coins; there are four plates of silver dollars, two of halves and one each of quarters and dimes; two 
plates depict pattern silver dollars and ten early half dimes; three plates illustrate ancient, medieval and modern foreign 
coins; and four plates depict pioneer gold rarities.

American Numismatic Convention. In his proem, Elder writes: “The ‘Numismatic Philistine’ is no more. Doubtless the 
mourners will be few. While it may have performed a few real services for the cause of Numismatics, its political ‘murmurings,’ 
had they continued might have eventually‘raised the roof instead of accomplishing reforms.” One can tell that Elder made 
a real effort to alleviate the tension between himself and ANA officials (“This magazine will refrain from taking sides this 
year in any political nomination”), though at times he cannot restrain himself, complaining, for example, in one issue 
about the editorial content of The Numismatist (“It is high time to run a blue pencil through some of the impertinent, not 
to say unauthorized, criticism such as was indulged in the recent issue. Is the official organ getting to be a numismatic 
‘yellow journal?’ ”) and, in another, he reports “Suppression of Important Numismatic News” (the Elder firm’s advertise¬ 
ment for the Mougey sale was not printed in the July issue of The Numismatist and “Our $10. Has not been returned even”). 
The earlier numbers are largely filled with articles written by Edgar H. Adams and those interested in his numismatic 
specialties, U. S and pioneer gold coins, colonials, patterns, etc., will find it a source of useful information. Additionally, it 
contains a number of other interesting articles, along with seldom-encountered photographs of numismatic gatherings. 
All in all, a fascinating publication, though relatively little-known due to its general unavailability.

Gilbert’s extensive Jackson tokens.” An original plated Gilbert sale is one of the great rarities of the labyrinthine Elder 
series. The plates pressed into service for this special edition were the same ones present in the work on 1794 cents pub¬ 
lished by Elder that same year. Like most plated Elder sales, however, the text is printed on superior paper and the covers are 
of better quality - making it relatively easy to detect ‘made-up’ copies. Only two examples have come to sale in the modern 
era, one originally appearing as lot 93 in our December 2,1984 New York sale, from “A Great American Library” (Western 
Publishing Company, i.e. Whitman), the other, from the library of Reed Hawn, in our June 13,1998 sale. Unfortunately, the 
Gilbert plates were issued in quarto format while the catalogue is an octavo, resulting in cropped plate margins in both of 
these copies. The example at hand is the only one we have ever encountered with untrimmed bottom text margins (it is 
over an inch taller than the other two copies noted), and it may well be the only copy of the catalogue extant with printed 
top and bottom plate legends intact. The American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue does not record a plated 
copy, and we know of no survivors other than these three, though a few likely remain to be found. Elder’s September 23, 
1910 introductory text in the catalogue, entitled “Explanation of the Plates” includes a possible clue to the rarity of plated 
catalogues: “In the plate catalogue of the Gilbert sale will be shown all of the Hays numbers in Mr. Gilbert’s collection, 
excepting five numbers belonging to Mr. Henry C. Miller, of this city, and the Steigerwalt variety, kindly loaned by Mr. 
Howard Newcomb. Mr. Miller’s coins, as shown, are Nos. 6,8,22,29 and 46. To all three of these gentlemen the cataloguer 
is greatly indebted. As the coins were only recently photographed, the plates will come out a little late for the sale, but it is 
confidently expected that these plates will be considerably clearer than those in the Mougey catalogue; it is even expected 
that they will improve on the Hays plates.” Given the date of the sale and the date of Elder’s introduction, the catalogues 
could scarcely have arrived in bidders’ hands more than two weeks in advance of the sale, and if “a little late for the sale” 
became much more than that, distribution of illustrated catalogues would have become a pointless exercise.

Lavish biographies, usually enhanced by a portrait plate, apparently were an essential 
component in enabling Evans to retain his position as the primary supplier of Mint histories for two decades.

This latter, undoubtedly the 
most lively publication of its kind, provides us with an intimate glimpse into the hobby as it and its personalities then 
existed. The editor deals out praise to his friends but doesn’t hesitate to flog offending competitors, a list which includes 
Scott, Proskey (he of the India rubber conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and the Chapmans, among others.” An 
unusually nice run, probably bound in the late 1880s, and well cared for since then. Rode apparently considered it to be 
complete; written in pencil after the October 1,1886 date on the final issue present here is “last.” A lot card (No. 252) loosely 
laid in appears to adopt that claim, as “Complete 10 Vols.” is inscribed at the top. It is easy to understand why Rode, and 
others, might have thought the series ended in late 1886. The next issue did not appear until January, 1888, and the final Vol. 
10, No. 6 issue is dated December, 1891. The good news is that these later “annual” issues are occasionally found loose, and 
the chances of a patient bibliophile completing this set are good. George W. Rode was a corresponding member of the 
American Numismatic Society for nearly a quarter century until his untimely death in 1904 at the age of 46. A philatelist of 
note, Rode also collected coins and medals and, judging from the books of his we have encountered over the years, he 
formed a truly important numismatic library.

This interesting little pamphlet embodies a novel attempt to raise 
money whereby Groux divided his collection into twenty lots and proposed to sell them as prizes in a lottery. Dr. Winslow 
Lewis acted as trustee and held the coins and books. A total of four hundred fifty $10.00 tickets were to be sold. Prizes 
ranged in value from $1,971 to $69. Groux and Lewis claimed that “The collections are estimated to be worth $7»549> so that 
even by disposing of all the tickets it will be at a loss of $3,049...” Prizes ranged in value from $1,971 to $69. A rare and 
engaging early example of “Numismatica Americana.”

N. Y., in August last.” — William S. Frederick Mayers (in a paper read before the American Numismatic Society on Novem¬ 
ber 19,1858 and reprinted the following year in Norton’s Literary Letter). Only 200 copies were issued. The author writes in 
the preface: “The design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States of America 
during the periods of their colonial history and their existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has hereto¬ 
fore been attempted, nor is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials 
have been collected by consulting early periodicals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through 
an extensive correspondence with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which 
have been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were 
the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coinage for the newly formed republic.. .The 
modern coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du 
Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for Hickcox, his 
pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manual. 
First issued in 1859 by a mainline publisher, it went through three editions in six years. Dickeson’s work was the first 
attempt to cover the entire range of American numismatics, a goal which he largely if imperfectly accomplished. Though 
smaller in size and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in historical detail and more elegant in style. It will always be one of the 
landmarks in American numismatic literature.

This comparable copy graced the stair 
entryway to Harry W Bass, Jr.’s superb numismatic library adjoining his home in Dallas (frame no longer present). Beyond 
these two examples in the Bass holdings, we know of only one other, the copy permanently impounded in the American 
Numismatic Society Library. Nearly 300 lots of “the finest, rarest and more desirable bronze and copper tokens of England, 
struck during the last decade of the 18th century” were featured in the sale. Beyond a handful of ancient and foreign coins 
and tokens, the remainder of the sale is devoted to American numismatic items, including political medalets, colonials, 
large cents and half cents, store cards and tokens, several coin sale catalogues, etc. Perhaps the ultimate wall decoration for 
the historically inclined American coin-collector or numismatic bibliophile, {vide illustration Bass II, page 98)

On the title, Idler 
terms himself a “Dealer in Stationery, Fancy Articles, 8cc. 8cc.” His obituary in the August, 1901 issue of The Numismatist 
refers to him as “the oldest jeweller in Philadelphia” and continues, citing a correspondent: “Mr. Idler was a jeweller by 
trade but his modest little shop.. .always had in its show window a sprinkling of coins, old currency and curios, amid the 
regular stock, and the counter and wall cases inside were about equally divided in contents between Mr. Idler’s two interests 
in life.. .if no general customer was present, and you could induce him to open his safe and lay out two or three trays in a 
melancholy way, you would often find choice pickings and get some good bargains. All the leading Philadelphia collectors 
visited him at frequent intervals as well as many from other cities, and his many years of acquaintance with the numismatic 
world, and the regard in which he was held, caused him to be a medium of transfer of rich resources... His numismatic 
callers will miss him greatly.” According to Don Taxay, in The U. S. Mint and Coinage, Idler was “one of the most favored 
individuals ever to have had dealings with the Mint.” Pete Smith, in American Numismatic Biographies, observes that Idler’s 
“daughter married John W. Haseltine” (Haseltine’s daughter, in turn, married Stephen Nagy). This Idler/Philadelphia 
Mint/Haseltine nexus bore fruit in Haseltine’s April 12,1870 auction of Idler’s coin collection, featuring, according to John 
Adams, “Superb patterns, many appearing for the first time.” Newman and Bressett, in The Fantastic 1804 Dollar, further 
implicate the triumvirate in the distribution of 1801,1803,1803 and 1804 $1.00 restrikes.

The disposition of a number of Bolen dies is also pro¬ 
vided. In 1905, Bolen himself issued an updated catalogue.

Many engravings feature illus¬ 
trations of both genuine and counterfeit design elements, usually assigned their own diminutive figure number. The bank 
note illustration itself is the counterfeit, and small representations of the genuine design element are to be found in various 
locations in the fields. The tiny numbers employed must have been hard on the eyes at the time, perhaps accounting in part 
for the ephemeral nature of this publication and its extreme rarity today.

Frossard wrote: “An exhaustive and valuable work on 
the subject of Conferedate Currency was published, ten years ago, by Dr. William Lee, of Washington, D. C., who had the 
fullest access to the Confederate archives in the possession of the U. S. Government; but the smallness of the edition (30) 
prevented the work from attaining the popularity it would otherwise have gained at the hands of collectors; and the concise 
and generally correct descriptive list of Confederate Currency published two years later by John W. Haseltine, became, and 
now is, the standard work of reference on this subject...” Of the thirty published, W. Elliot Woodward noted in 1888 that 20 
“are on heavy paper, 10 on inferior paper.” An examination of the volume at hand reveals that, while hardly of inferior quality, 
the first and last twelve pages are printed on paper of ordinary thickness, while pages 13-16 are printed on thick stock with a 
distinctive finish to the paper. Dr. Lee’s pioneering study is the first major treatise on Confederate currency; only Dr. Thomas 
Addis Emmet’s brief three page “Table of Confederate Currency” appeared earlier, in three 1867 issues of the American Journal 
of Numismatics. This example is only the third with plates to come on the market in four decades or more, and the ten plates 
of mounted photographs are perhaps the earliest such illustrations of Confederate currency ever issued. Lee was a Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. physician who also authored a work on the disposal of “night soil” (human waste). This copy appears to be in¬ 
scribed to Stephen Vincent Benet, who graduated from the U. S. Military Academy in 1849, third in his class.

This catalogue 
was printed and issued in several ways, with and without the part in which was the catalogue-portion of Mr. Levick’s 
collection, also each separately; also, 12 copies of each printed on large paper. Mr. Levick, in consequence of the state of 
affairs, issued but few copies with the cover bearing the preceding date, the greater portion of the edition was stripped of its 
covers and replaced with a new one, bearing the following date, when the sale took place.” Attinelli page 41-May 29: “An 
explanatory note from Mr. Edward Cogan, and the cover is all the difference between this and the heretofore described 
catalogue. Attention should have been previously called to the fact that Mr. Levick was the first to issue a catalogue with 
printed prices immediately after the sale.—Sec. Dec 19,1859.” Adams A-: “Season medal. Gem cents. Extraordinary store 
cards, 43 in silver. Copper 1794 $1.1842-1847 proof sets. Political medals.” The last three pages of the 1865 Levick sale feature 
a remarkable offering of early American coin sale catalogues dating from 1840, with eight before 1856. The final catalogue 
lot, under an “1865” heading, is described as follows: “April 27. Levick (Bangs) 12 printed.. .The foregoing copy is desirable 
to a collector, being interleaved and ruled for prices and names on fine letter sheets, and more appropriate in size than 
some of the large paper copies heretofore issued. The purchaser has the privilege of taking this bound copy or one in loose 
sheets, to have bound according to his own taste.” Remarkably, this is one of two special editions present in the Bass library 
(the other, in slightly nicer condition, and including Levick’s March 17 printed sale announcement letter, and Cogan’s April 
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27 printed sale postponement letter, was sold in the June 5,1999 Bass sale for $5,750.00). Beyond the large paper copy in the 
American Numismatic Society Library and Levick’s own, residing in Stack’s library, the example offered here and the one 
sold last year are the only copies we know to be extant. Not present in the 1994-1995 Bowers and Merena book sales

The color of the cloth seems also to be a trifle richer than the 1878 
edition, and the gilt lettering appears to be a little different. Finally, the height and width of both volumes is slightly less 
than its earlier counterparts. In other respects the work appears to be identical. The question is why? Certainly there was no 
shortage of 1878 imprints as evidenced by the hoard uncovered in the early 1970s. We recall having handled only two or 
three other sets through the years of this perplexing 1880 imprint while having during the same period sold literally dozens 
of the 1878 edition.

Rendered obsolete 
by later research, this work is remembered beyond its landmark status mostly for the colorful appellations given by Dr. 
Maris to the thirty-nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include The Coquette, Scarred Head, 
Venus Marina, Roman Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated from medical school in 1855. 
According to W. T. R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as many others have done, by the 
effort to complete a set of the U. S. Cents, and then of the national coinage.. .His first contribution to the literature of the 
science was his well-known work on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high authority.”

In the early 
issues, Mason’s essay on “The Coin Trade” and his “Reminiscences of A Coin Collector” series are an important source of 
information on American coin collecting and collectors in the 1850s and 1860s. Mason also provides much interesting 
background on Joseph Mickley and the sale of his collection in 1867. Beginning with the second volume, Dr. Montroville 
Wilson initiated an illustrated series on “the aboriginal coins of this country,” under the general title “Antiquarian Re¬ 
searches in North America,” and Mason’s series on the “History of the Pattern and Experimental Coins of the United States. 
With Their Fictitious Value,” also began about this time. The final volume features a colorful recounting of the French 
numismatist Jean Foy-Vaillant’s 1674 adventure with pirates, causing him to swallow twenty gold coins, weighing four to 
five ounces. Reports of important coin auctions are also regularly featured throughout and many other long-running 
series of articles are featured as well.

— No. 1, describing a trip to the principal coin dealers and collectors of the day, culminating in the sale of 
the Confederate half dollar to Scott 8c Co.; a defense of Col. Snowden; Col. Cohen’s obituary; a critical article on patterns by 
Edward Maris; an article concerning Col. Snowden’s “improved plan for the distribution, to all deserving numismatists, of 
the various pattern pieces struck under his direction”; “The Goddess Unveiled,” describing the events surrounding Morgan’s 
design of “the Bland or Standard Dollar”; the “History of the Double Dime,” the originally proposed name for the ill-fated 
twenty cent piece; Mason’s Reminiscences of a Coin Dealer. No. 1. In a Desperate Fix.—A Dog Story, concerning coin dealers 
Brown and Smith (Woodward and Mason) and their humorous trip “from the romantic and pretty precincts of Boston 
Highlands to New York via “Hoss Car” enroute to the Fall River Railroad depot, “there to take passage, via cars and steam¬ 
boat, to New York; Brown to engineer a coin sale, and Smith to distribute a bag of numismatic treasures among the Philadel¬ 
phia Coin Collectors”; “Value of an Extra Feather,” perhaps the earliest appearance in print reporting “that but two hundred 
of the ‘Standard’ or ‘Bland’ (1878) dollars with eight feathers in the eagle’s continuation were coined at the U. S. Mint. If this 
is true, and it comes from one of the principal officials of the mint, the latter dollars will soon take a flight upwards, assisted 
by the extra feather in the eagle’s tail”; interesting commentary on the Woodward-Frossard feud following the “Ichabod 
Crane” episode; a critique of Steigerwalt’s Coin Journal: “if Charley wants ‘one thousand new subscribers,’ he must do one 
thousand times better editorial and numismatic work”; a proposed second edition of Numisgraphics, suggesting that “Attinelli 
will have an opportunity in the new edition to give Mason 8c Co. the proper credit, as being the first coin dealers in the U. S.

J. J. Mickley, among 
many others, visited the 211 Lombard Street office “and passed hours of social intercourse, and at this coin rendezvous many 
happy hours were spent with the collectors of ‘auld lang syne.’ ”; Appropriate, under which heading Mason hilariously 
observes: “Judging by the way Frossard has raised the ‘Old Harry’ over the errors in the Bushnell Coin Catalogue, his resi¬ 
dence, ‘ Irvington-on-Hudson ,’ reads rather peculiarly in connection therewith.” And on and on. Throughout, Mason’s nu¬ 
merous reminiscences and stories of his various travels comprise a treasure trove of information on the major collectors and 
dealers of the day.

Though 
he lived another decade, his last coin auction sale was held in Boston in June 1890. The move to Philadelphia late in the 
same year apparently presaged his departure from commercial numismatics. In the final March 1891 issue of the magazine 
he advertises for a “Partner Wanted,” who would “take an indoor position in our store, near the U. S. Mint.. .the duties of 
outside coin collecting, in both hemispheres, and absence during the summer months of the present proprietor renders it 
necessary that an assistant (only as a full partner) is necessary.” The impression of an idle dilettante making grand tours of 
the Continent sadly appears to be at odds with reality. In Mason’s obituary appearing in the January, 1902 issue of the 
American Journal of Numismatics, his colleague Lyman Low wrote in closing: “He was a man of energy and upright in all his 
dealings, and though the latter years of his life were not crowned with the success which human judgment thought he had 
deserved, he left a large circle of friends who will ever cherish his memory.” John Adams’ paean to the man also bears 
repeating: “Ebenezer Mason did a great deal to promote numismatics and to push back the borders of its ignorance. His 
enthusiasm was, commercially speaking, poorly compensated. However, one often senses in his writings that he was speak¬ 
ing to posterity. Perhaps, he realized that many of his contributions would survive and the immortality so envisioned 
served to soften the hardships of financial failure.”

Present here is ninety percent of Mehl’s auction 
catalogue output, featuring virtually all of his most notable sales. Benjamin Max Mehl’s numismatic career began modestly 
enough in the then numismatic wilderness of Fort Worth, Texas. His advertising in numismatic publications was fairly 
routine for a major dealer of the time though his direct mailings to coin collectors were extensive. It was Mehl’s massive 
advertising campaign in the most popular national publications and his flair for publicity that helped turn fame and 
fortune his way. He became the most famous American coin dealer ever and did more to popularize coin collecting among 
the masses than any other person, before or since. Of his numismatic publications, Mehl’s ubiquitous Rare Coin Encyclope¬ 
dia provided a steady source of income, his Numismatic Monthly deservedly brought respectability, and his series of auc¬ 
tion sale catalogues spanning fifty years allowed him to handle more than his share of the great American coin collections 
of the day. The method employed - mail auction- gave him greater control over the results than that exercised by his more 
traditional counterparts in the East. The coins in some of Mehl’s more important sales may have been owned or controlled 
by him, and rarities on occasion apparently changed hands in less than conventional transactions. B. Max was not a numis¬ 
matic scholar and, as John Adams notes, “The lack of attention paid to numismatic issues was a serious flaw in all of Mehl’s 
auction catalogues. However, as unreliable as Mehl’s descriptions have proved to be, the plain fact is that, for over half a 
century he attracted a major share of the best collections that came to market. Beginning with Charles Cowell in 1911 and 
including a role call of such greats as H. O. Granberg, William Dunham and William Atwater, his consignors represent an 
important slice of numismatic history. Exactly one quarter of the B. Max Mehl auctions draw a rating of A- or better.. .Thus, 
it is the importance of the consignments that makes the Mehl series a desired collectible. The strength of the material is 
enhanced by the charisma of the Mehl name, the two combining to create strong prices whenever these catalogues come on 
the market.” It is no easy matter to complete a set of Mehl catalogues, though here the work is largely done. The early sales 
are of modest appearance and the print runs were small, under 500 according to Adams. In later years, the print runs were 
huge for the period and the ready availability of the last twenty or so sales conveys a false impression of the scarcity of the 
intervening issues.

An underrated source of information, Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly is especially rich with 
biographical sketches of turn of the century American numismatists, often accompanied by individual or group photo¬ 
graphs. Also featured are short monographs on many unusual numismatic topics, including a wealth of data on Canadian 
numismatics. Of Mehl and his Monthly, John Adams wrote: “The career of B. Max Mehl was an impossibility. He had at 
least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile hobby; 2) he was located in Fort Worth, Texas, 
at a time when 95 percent of the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) Lilliputian in stature and colorless in terms of 
personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obviously, Mehl did not realize that 
he was licked before he started. He just knew that it was a lot more ftin to sell coins than to sell shoes. From there, he took 
it one step at a time.. .in the formative years, what probably made the difference was Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly. Launched 
in January of 1908, the early volumes of the Monthly are easily the equal of The Numismatist, boasting original articles by 
such gifted writers as R. W. McLachlan, Edgar Adams, Howland Wood, George Blake, Dr. Eugene Courteau, J. W. Haseltine 
and Frank Stewart.”

During 
the first three decades of the twentieth century, Waldo Newcomer was 
one of the most active and prominent numismatists in the United States. 
According to his obituary in the September 1934 issue of The Numis¬ 
matist, he “died suddenly in Honolulu on July 29 of heart disease” (oth¬ 
ers state that he committed suicide). A prominent Baltimore banker, 
Newcomer’s financial empire apparently crumbled during the Depression, and in January 1933 he resigned as chairman of 
the executive committee of the Baltimore Trust Company. In headier days he assembled one of the largest collections of 
coins ever formed in the United States. The September 1934 issue of The Numismatist relates that “With possibly one or two 
exceptions his series of U. S. coins was complete. His collection of territorial or private gold and pattern coins was also 
remarkably complete.” A few years before his death he sold a major portion of his collection to B. Max Mehl. The acquisi¬ 
tion of “approximately four thousand different coins” was trumpeted in a four page advertisement appearing in the March 
1932 issue of The Numismatist where Mehl stated: “The American Colonial series excels any collection in existence or ever 
assembled. There are some seventy-five different die varieties of the Massachusetts silver, including four N. E. shillings and 
a N. E. sixpence. All the great rarities of Washington cents, etc., including two Brashear (sic) Doubloons!” B. Max also wrote 
that a “Catalog is now in preparation, and when completed will serve as a real reference work on the entire American 
coinage.” Sadly, Mehl never followed through with this promise — the result of which is that today there is no readily 
available record of Newcomer’s vast holdings. Fortunately, Mehl did have a few sets of photographs made of a great many 
of the United States gold and silver issues, along with pioneer and commemorative gold coins. Likewise, a few copies of the 
typescript at hand appear to have been distributed at the time. This is the first one we have ever seen and we do not know 
if any other copies are extant (perhaps there is a copy in the Garrett materials recently transferred to the American Numis¬ 
matic Society Library). It is indispensable for establishing the pedigrees of his American colonial coins, many of which 
were acquired by Colonel E. H. R. Green. Even accounting for the pall cast by the onset of the Great Depression, Mehl’s 
total of just over $52,500.00 for the collection seems unbelievably low. John Work Garrett’s participation in the dispersal of 
the colonials is described in Q. David Bowers’ The History of United States Coinage As Illustrated by the Garrett Collection: 
“Mehl proposed that Garrett buy the colonial section at a 15% discount or $44,864. This would have provided Garrett with 
many duplicates which Mehl proposed to sell on a commission basis. On October 26,1931, Garrett wrote to Mehl who by 
that time had returned to Ft. Worth, Texas: ‘I have gone over all the coins you left with me very carefully and have selected 
the ones that I want to purchase, of which I enclose the cards. You will see from them that the total as far as the colonial 
pieces are concerned, is $8,081.25.’ ” A most desirable and extremely rare record of this remarkable assemblage of American 
colonial coins.

For many years, he has been engaged in the compilation of a 
bibliography of Numismatic Literature and has painstakingly, in hand-writing, compiled a volume of over 500 sheets, 
about 2 inches in thickness of literature, marking the prices for which the items were sold.” Underscoring the size of 
Newell’s library, Katen further noted: “We have prepared, we believe, the finest and largest Numismatic Literature Auction 
Catalogue ever issued. It contains 3427 lots of fine material, some of which is seldom seen on the market.” Newell’s compi¬ 
lation was truly a monumental undertaking, covering a wide variety of numismatic topics, encompassing works in many 
languages. Arranged alphabetically by author, it goes far beyond the size and scope of his own holdings, and it remains, as 
George Fuld averred, quite “valuable as a research tool.” Entries likely exceed 7,500, and multiple prices are often recorded, 
in various currencies, along with binding variants, notes on rarity, different editions and reprints, etc. Unique. A remark¬ 
able achievement, given the paucity of bibliographical information available at the time.

Ormsby was proprietor of the New York Bank Note Company and one of the founders of the Continental Bank Note 
Company. Though written with the author’s business interests in mind, this work provides unparalleled insights into the 
topics covered. His detailed exposition of the methods of bank note engraving employed at the time is especially valuable. 
Ormsby’s basic premise is stated in the introduction: “The Art of Bank Note Engraving as practised in the United States, 
essentially differs from that of any other country. Our mode is more expeditious, and our notes more beautiful; but that 
important feature, security against forgery, which ought to be paramount to every other consideration, seems to have been 
almost entirely disregarded, or, at least, to have escaped that attention, which a subject of such importance deserves.” His 
solution to the problem was a marriage of technology and craftsmanship, aptly described in the Dictionary of American 
Biography: “During the first quarter of the nineteenth century the process of bank-note engraving was cheapened and 
facilitated by the introduction of machinery, and by the end of the century craftsmanship had been almost entirely super¬ 
seded. Ormsby represented a curious combination of the two techniques. He was a versatile and accomplished inventor of 
machinery to facilitate the processes of engraving, but he was bitterly opposed to the complete replacement of the artist- 
craftsman. He held that notes should be engraved upon a single plate, with careful craftsmanship exerted on the design and 
interdependence of the composition. The counterfeiter would thus be foiled ‘not because he does not know how the work 
is done, but because he cannot do if ( Cycloidal Configurations, p. 37).” An 1853 letter by Ormsby written to Franklin Pierce 
sheds further light on his solution: “My plan is to have a bank note one design or picture, with all the lettering interwoven 
in it. The whole to be engraved on the plate by the hand of the artist. Without the use of dies a counterfeiter then would be 
obliged to do the work himself instead of employing others who do not know for what purpose their work is to be used.” 
Ormsby considered himself to be discriminated against in business but, basically, the forces of industrial change and 
reorganization were against him. He was an excellent engraver, however, and his designs for bank notes were in wide use all 
the way into the 1860s. This magnificent volume stands as a testament to his remarkable craftsmanship and numerous 
technical innovations. In the excellent 1985 Asylum article by Robert Wester on Ormsby and this book, he relates that only 
five copies were known to him at the time. No complete copies had come to auction since 1981, but in 1990, three copies 
suddenly appeared. Since then, three copies have appeared publicly and two others have sold privately. Of these eight 
recent appearances, however, two copies have come to sale twice and only three, or possibly, four copies were unknown to 
Wester in 1985. Thus, despite a recent flurry of activity in the past decade, Ormsby’s magnum opus remains a great rarity. 
Surely, it is the most desirable volume ever published on American paper money.

An interesting handwritten note by Harry Bass on the outer margin of page xiv, pertaining to Overton’s “General 
Comments” on “Blanked Dies,” reads as follows: “I believe he is talking about the effect given when a die has been ground 
down (Lapped), which flattens and makes shallow those parts of the design on the coin that were formerly the most deeply 
impressed into the planchet by the die. If I am correct, his logic is unsound. I agree that such is not a ‘variety’ but rather a 
‘die state’—or more properly, a ‘variant’! Smooth Raised areas are caused by too thin planchets and as well by two heavily 
raised areas of the design being opposed on the coin. However, 1 may very well be misreading his statement, as on further 
study I believe I probably am.”

Present in this set are both the 
originally-issued integral error leaf iii-iv and the corrected leaf in the preface to the first volume, loosely laid in along with 
the elusive To the Reader slip, which reads as follows: “The strange error on page iv, Preface, whereby St. Louis is located 
in Indiana—escaped the notice of author and proof reader until too late for correction.—An extra leaf designed for inser¬ 
tion by the binder in place of the erroneous one accompanies each copy of the work.” Numismatist, philologist, and 
translator of European classics, Henry G. Phillips, Jr., was for over three decades one of the leading spirits of the Numis¬ 
matic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia. In Joel Munsell: Printer and Antiquarian, David Simeon Edelstein records 
one of the efforts he made in compiling his numismatic magnum opus: “From Philadelphia came the request from Henry 
Phillips Jr., lawyer, numismatist, and historian of currency that Munsell intercede with John H. Hickcox, a writer on similar 
subjects, to allow Phillips to use one of the former’s papers in his own Historical Sketches of the Paper Currency of the 
American Colonies, which Munsell printed in two volumes in 1864 (sic). Munsell tried in vain to convince Hickcox to allow 
the use of the paper by offering him some copies when the work should be completed.”

Ex Dorge Approvals (Doris 8c George Fuld), July 28,1975. Unique. A most interesting early attempt at a “Guide Book” of 
American minor, colonial, and pattern coin values, written “to furnish young collectors with the information they con¬ 
tinually need and which they can only find in large and expensive books which contain much matter of no present use to 
them.” Phillips notes that, “For fuller information the American Numismatic Manual of Dr. Dickeson should be consulted, 
the only book on American coins extant.” An interesting section on determining coin values follows, emphasizing the 
importance of condition and rarity, concluding with: “Of course and we desire it to be distinctly understood that all the 
prices which hereafter are given of American coins are unless otherwise specifically mentioned those which have been 
given for very fine, or uncirculated or proof coins. Our remarks will be confined chiefly to the American Copper series and 
such of the colonial coinage as is likely to fall into the hands of the beginner in numismatics. We have taken the prices 
which fine coins brought from a few of the principal sales which have taken place in this country; starting with Kline’s sale 
in 1855 and ending with Mickley’s sale...” Phillips observes that “In the opinion of the author, and of many numismatists 
and coin dealers with whom he has consulted, the cent of 1804 in fine condition is the rarest of the American Cents. Usually 
the Cent of 1799 is considered so but we believe that 1804 in good condition is far less likely to be met with.” Sections on 
cents (with notes on varieties), half cents, two cents, three cents, half dimes, colonial, and pattern coin values follow. In the 
case of some of the rarer cents, numerous auction records and interesting observations are provided. For the more com-

mon cents, there are tables giving prices obtained at a half dozen or so major sales of the period. Auction sales cited include: 
Kline 1855; Woodward April 1867; Haines; Finotti; Lilliendahl 1862; Cogan i860,1862 & 1863; Mickley; Brechemin; and 
Zanoni. The colonial coin section includes notes on the Massachusetts silver and copper series, Maryland, Virginia, Rosa 
Americana, Vermont, Connecticut, New Jersey, Louisiana, and New York; also Immunis (8c Immune) Columbia, Nova 
Constellatio, Continental Currency, Georgis Triumpho, Kentucky cent, Bar Cent, NE Elephant 8c Carolina Elephant coins, 
Sommer Island penny, Franklin cent, and Washington Cent. A selection of Phillips’ comments follow. On Cents: “All vari¬ 
eties of 1793 are scarce”; "The cent of 1808 with a fillet head resembling 1807 is said to exist”; “nickel cent...patterns exist 
bearing date 1856. These latter are somewhat rare and are worth from 50 cents upwards ...” On Half Cents: “Half cents were 
struck from 1840 to 1847 inclusive only in very small quantities and are extremely (rare) as is the half cent of 1852.” On Two 
Cents: “Two cent pieces were first coined in 1864. Patterns were issued in 1863; these latter are scarce.. .a pattern two cent 
piece was also struck in 1836. It is worth about $3.00.” On Half Dimes: “Those of 1794,1795,1796,1797,1802,1803,1805 are 
Rare. The half dime of 1802 has sold from $45.00 (Mickley) to $360.00 (Lilliendahl)”; “There are no special varieties of the 
half dimes. That of 1797 exists with both 12 stars & 13 stars.. .1853 is both with 8c without the arrow heads enclosing the date.” 
On Colonial Coins: “About 1737 a man named Higley struck copper coins at the village of Granby in Connecticut. These are 
of several varieties and very rare”; “ ‘Immunis’ 8c ‘Immune Columbia’ are very rare copper pieces, date 1785 8c 1787”; “NE 
Elephant 8c Carolina Elephant coins are very rare... ”; “The earliest known American coin is the Sommer Island penny... Very 
Rare. Mickley $80.00.” Never married and always frail, Henry Phillips devoted much of his life to antiquarian scholarship. 
Born in Philadelphia on September 6,1838, he was a member of a cultured Jewish family, whose father and grandfather 
were successful lawyers. Henry was admitted to the bar in 1859 but lacked interest in the law and soon became immersed in 
numismatics. His magnum opus on American colonial paper money was published in the mid 1860s, and he was intimately 
involved in the affairs of the Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia, becoming its treasurer in 1862, and in 
1868, the secretary. He wrote a number of articles for the American Journal of Numismatics. Active in the American Philo¬ 
sophical Society, he also was one of the most prolific of American contributors of readings for the Oxford Dictionary. He 
died on June 6,1895, of uremic poisoning. His father’s given name of Jonas Altamount makes one wonder why his son 
employed “Jr.” after the family name. In 1862, “A. C.” (John W.) Kline published Henry Phillips’ “An Historical Sketch of the 
Paper Money Issued by Pennsylvania.” Both men were accomplished numismatists and Philadelphia natives, Kline having 
been born fourteen years earlier on October 19,1824, and they shared an intense interest in early American paper money. 
An unnamed June 12-13,1855 Philadelphia auction “Catalogue of an Extensive and Valuable Collection of Coins and Med¬ 
als,” was attributed by Attinelli to Kline and, whatever doubt has remained, appears to no longer be warranted after Phillips’ 
citations in this work linking the collection to his prospective publisher. The Thomas 8c Sons sale doubled the realization of 
the previous record holder, $2,063 vs. $1,172 (the Roper sale held four years earlier), and it held the record until Sage’s 1859 
Bogert sale brought $2,198. Much of what we know about Kline is admirably presented in Dr. Joel Orosz’s 1997 “The 
Curious Case of the The Coin Collectors Kline,” published by Bowers and Merena Galleries, Inc. Orosz convincingly estab¬ 
lishes that John W. sometimes did business as A. C. (appropriating his spouse’s initials), and, for all intents, they were one 
and the same person. The subterfuge was rendered necessary, as Attinelli notes, “in consequence, probably, of pecuniary 
troubles.” Whether a shortage of capital resulted in the work at hand never reaching publication is uncertain, but it is 
unfortunate that an emerging generation of American coin collectors were denied the sage advice and useful commercial 
information contained in Phillips’ charming precursor to the “Red Book.”

As editor of the 
Providence Journal, he enthusiastically advocated the candidacy of Abraham Lincoln and consistently supported the Ad¬ 
ministration during the Civil War. He was elected president of the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor in 1871 and is 
widely considered to have been one of the great American college presidents of the nineteenth century. Potter’s work, 
originally published in 1837, was reprinted in 1865 as part of the famous Phillips compendium. This 1880 edition was greatly 
enlarged by Rider who also added the delightfully unusual illustrations. The standard work, never reprinted. The initial 
distribution largely bypassed numismatic channels and it has always been difficult to obtain.

Beyond his own vast numismatic knowledge, Low was well poised to access the numis¬ 
matic research of others on a wide variety of numismatic topics, serving as co-editor of the American Journal of Numismat¬ 
ics during the 1891-1907 period when most of his entries appear to have been made. In American Numismatic Literature, 
Volume I, John Adams writes that “Low’s specialties were tokens, copper coins of the world, medals and Latin America in 
general. However, if he was superlative in his specialties, he descended to no worse than excellent in cataloguing everything 
else.” Additionally, Low “wrote a landmark monograph of Hard Times tokens; and he singlehandedly compiled the Guide 
Books of his day (which covered not only copper and silver but gold and paper as well.”

He writes: “In the early part of the year 1859 it occurred to the writer that it 
would be interesting, and no doubt gratifying to the public taste, to collect and place in the Cabinet of the National Mint 
one or more specimens of all the medallic memorials of Washington which could be obtained.” Enlisting the assistance of 
coin collectors and the public, Snowden managed to increase the collection from four or five specimens to one hundred 
thirty-eight. “The collection thus made was... formally inaugurated, as a part of the Cabinet of the Mint, on the 22nd day 
of February, i860... on which occasion THE farewell address was read.” This resulting handsomely-produced volume thus 
became the first major catalogue of Washington medals. Readers were encouraged by Snowden to fill any remaining gaps 
in the collection. At the close of the preface the author notes that “This work, in conjunction with the Mint Manual of 
Coins, recently published, completes the description of the objects of interest and curiosity collected and exhibited in the 
Museum or Cabinet of the Mint of the United States.” Q. David Bowers observes that both works were mostly ghost 
written. A fair number of both of these handsomely produced works must have been originally issued as copies appear on 
the market with some regularity, though the specially bound edition offered here is quite scarce.

Volume 1 comprises a history and 
descriptions of the various issues and Volume 2, or the “Classification,” consists of 
a catalogue of types and varieties. The origins of this work go back to 1913 when the 
New York Numismatic Club appointed a committee “to revise and arrange a list as 
complete as in their power.” Chairman Valentine was joined by David Proskey, George H. Blake and F. C. C. Boyd. “Crosby 
syndrome” soon took hold and the extensive research involved was apparently largely carried out by Valentine, though he 
credits his fellow committee members for their help, especially David Proskey, whose “long experience as a dealer and as a 
collector, also his knowledge as an expert philatelist, were the foundation of the ‘Classification.’” The resulting work was 
clearly worth the time and effort expended, and it remained the standard work for over half a century.

I believe the total issue 
was 500 copies...In 1921 Mr. Norman Schultz (sic )...published a booklet I wrote for him entitled‘U. S. Coins’ Of these 
quite a number were sold.. .but I am unable to give you any information as to the total issue.” Current survival rates for all 
four publications appear to be unusually low if the above publication figures are accurate, and this is the first occasion in 
many years when all four Venn pamphlets have appeared in one sale.

“Judging from my own experience, I believe that the purchaser of an 1804 dollar, or any one of many of the rarest of 
American coins, has no guarantee that the son of some future director or chief coiner of the Mint will not, at an unexpected 
moment, place a quantity on the market. ‘What man has done man may do’; and the ways of the Mint of the United States 
are past finding out, though transactions, such as restriking 1804 dollars, 1827 quarters, and rare half cents, and speculations 
in rare experimental coins designed, engraved, and struck at the expense of the government, have become too frequent not 
to be well understood.. .As Government is fond of illustrating its reports, as a frontispiece, is suggested a view of a son of a
